A DARING, CHECKERED CAREER

SAN ANTONIO (Tex.,) Nov. 21.— 
|Special] <A distinguished foreigner 
has recently taken up his temporary 
abodein thiscity. He is no less a per- 
sonage than Sefior Francisco Ruiz San- 
doval, the Mex:can_ revolutionist, 
whose bold and intrepid action as a 
leader of the revolutionary movement 
a few months ago so disturbed the se- 
renity of things along the Rio Grande 
border. It willbe remembered that he 
was arrested while on this side of the 
Rio Grande river upon the charge of 

VIOLATING NEUTRALITY LAWS 
of the United States, and he spent 
some time in the County Jail in this 
city. He was finally, however, re- 
leased on bond, and the Federal Grand 
Jury is now engaged in investigating 
the charges against bim, and if an in- 
dictment is returned his trial will 
probabiy take place at the next term of 
Federal Court to be held in this city. 


PERSONAL TRAITS—LIFE OF TURMOIL. 

Sandoval is impressive and distin- 
guished looking. He isa born leader 
of men, and had his life’s work been 


devoted to more popular causes, he 


would have received renown and 
honor as hia reward instead of dis- 
gtace abd ostracism. Frour)his: very 
of turmoil aud strife, and his history 
reads like a romance, He is jeered 
and hated by every governmett io 
whose political affairs he has partici- 
pated, and is an exile from them all. 

This remarkabie man 1s about 35 
years old. Hehas a soldiery bearing 
and is as straight as an Indian; his 
heud large: eyes that are black as coal 
and piercing intheir depth; shoulders 
broad; receding forehead and jet black 
hair and mustache. He was born in the 
town ot Oaxaca, Mex., in the year 1856. 

This town isalso the place of nativity 
of President Diaz, and the two, when 
boys, were playmates and were mutual 
@prticipants in many a bold adventure 
in the craggy mountains that surround 
the famed valley where the little village 
is located. The adventuresome spirit 
so early manifested in Sandoval con- 
tinued to develop as he grew to man- 
hood, while Diaz grew to be a polished 
scholar and political diplomat. The 
paths of the two men separated early in 
their lives. In 1870Sandoval graduated 
from the National Military College in 
the City of Mexico. In the year 1873 
he entered the army as a sub-lieutenant. 
He became 

AN EAGER, BOLD FIGHTER, 

and was an active participant in the 
war against Diaz, during the revolu- 
tion which was ended 1n 1876. Lerdo 
succeeded Juarez as president in 1872, 
and Sandoval was in the former’s 
army. When Diaz became president 
in 1876 Lerdo was ordered to leave the 
country. A plot was arranged by Diaz 
for his capture and imprisonment. The 
captured was secretly arranged to take 
place at the town of Moreiia as the de- 
posed president passed through that 
place on his way out of the country. 
There was stationed at Morelia at that 
time the Seventeenth Regiment of 
Mexican Infantry, and two companies 
of the First Regiment of Cavalry, the 
latter commanded by Sandoval. The
